DECISION ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a)*, filed September 19, 2002, which is 
properly treated a petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.181 (a ) to withdraw the holding of abandonment. 

The petition is GRATNED.
